When I was asked to write this column, I was told to use my 
space to keep you informed of alternatives available to you “after 
Clatsop”, The editor's idea was that I might be able to help you 
make some decisions about your future careers and studies. That 
sounded good to me, but in reviewing the articles I have written, 
T find that I have used far more print describing my impressions 
of you and your interests here at Clatsop than I have discussing 
opportunities available to you after Clatsop. I am sorry about that 
—if you are. 

The May twenty-fourth issue of TIME has provided me with 
some information which should allow me to better my average 
somewhat and possibly complete my commitment to Jim Biggs in 
relatively good faith, The authors of TIME have just made some 
predictions concerning the expected amount of growth of job re- 
quirements for the next 10 years.

Dentists — 30% growth by 1980. 

Lawyers — 23% growth by 1980.
